NEVADA EXECUTION 
COSTS BUT 90 CENTS 


CARSON CITY, Nav., June 2.—(P) 
With a smile on his face, R. H. (Bob) 
White, convicted of the murder of 
Louis ‘Lavell, à fellow gambler at 
Elko. Nev., in 1928, was executed to- 
day in the new lethal gas chamber at 
the Nevada state prison. 

Death came quickly and apparent- 
ly without pain although the 200- 
pound stockily built man of 40 strain- 


shorter breath. Then his eyes closed, 


ed on the straps that bound his hands 
and legs to the straight-backed chair. 
after he had taken two breaths of 


‘the death-dealing hydrocyanic acid | 


gas. 

It was nine and one-half minutes 
from the time ten one-ounce “é@ggs” 
of cyanide of potassium, in a screen 
container, were dropped into a jar of 
sulphuric acid and water, until White's 
heart stopped beating, said Dr. E. E. 
Hamer, Nevada state health officer, 
who kept a specially built stethoscope | 
on the condemned man throughout the 
proceedings and recorded the actions 
of the heart. 

Fifty-three spectators, including 
two women, Miss Mae Kenney. 
trained nurse of Carson City, and

Warden Penrose was the last to 
leave the cell. He glanced at the 
two-gallon jar of sulphuric acid and 
water standing near the wall at the 
left side of the prisoner and then 
turned to White and grasped him by 
the hand. 

“Good-bye, Bob,” said the warden. 
and White with a broad smile on hi: 
face answered “good-bye Matt.” 

As the warden closed the heavy in- 
sulated door to the cell, White looked 
up again at the crowd and then nod- 
ded his ge toward the gas generat- 
ing devid®. He was looking directly 
at the generator when the string hold- 
the cyanide container was cut on the 
other side of the wall and the ten pel- 
lets dropped into the acid. 

As the first cloud of gas arose from 
the jar White looked at the crowd.

Mr. Crute said the trio of bandits, 
following Mrs. Starnes’ screams, of- 
fered to give themselves up. Both 
Mr. Crute and Mr. Hogan said,, how- 
ever, that the shooting ceased when 
Mrs. Starnes sereamed. It was after 
the capture, Mr. Crute said, that Of- 
ficer Pool struek one of the bandits 
over the head with his fist, and, with 
an oath, said. “I'll kill you.” 

Bandit’s Arm Shot Off. 

Evidence that the three escapes had 
led the officers over a shooting chase 
some hours before their surrender fol- 
lowed. Adron Bias got his arm shot 
off during the melee around the 
Starnes residence. 

Mrs. Starnes told the same story 
she had told since the capture of the 
men, a story of her excitement when 
“suddenly there was a rain of bullets 
in my house.” Mr. Starnes, who had 
left his residence, described the condi- 
tion of the house when he returned 
in the afternoon. They told of their 
unsuccessful efforts to collect dam- 
ages from the city.

World Peace Stamp 


NEW TORK, June 2.—(P)—Ad- 
dressing the Academy of Political 


Science at a luncheon given in his 
honor today, Sir Josiah Charles 
Stamp, British financier, said that 
the complications of modern financial 
and economic problems are the great- 
est menace to world peace. 

International finance, he said, 
should be “demilitarized” by the 
scrapping of “fighting words, such as 
retaliation and reparation.” 

Sir Josiah, who is a director of the 
Bank of England and served as & 
British representative on both 
Dawes and Young reparations com- 
mittees, pointed out that there is no 
concerted means for dealing with in- 
tricate and sensitive matters of in- 
ternational finance and that “neople’s 
feelings are often engendered by the 
terms they use.”

BOBBY PERFECT 
IN LAST ROUND 


English Writer Says 
Right Man Won on 
Right Course. 


By Bernard Darwin. 
British Gelf Expert.

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ANDREWS, Scotland, June 2. 
In summarizing my impressions of the 
contest for the British amateur lf 
championship that was finished last 
Saturday, 1 will not say very much 
more about the incomparable Bobby 
Jones, Up to the final match he was 
just a magnificent golfer with little 
of our common frailty about him. In 
* final, he was supreme —invulner- 
able. 

Bobby had the turn of the luck with 
him in his match against Cyril Tol- 
ley, as the greatest golfers must have 
some times if they are to win through. 
He was badly shaken by Harrison 
Johnston and George Voigt unques- 
tienably let him out. In the 18-hole 
matches there were just a few signs 
of the heel of Achilles in Bobby's 

laying. But in the 36-hole final, when 

e found himself with—so to speak— 
more room to Maneuver in, he gave the 
most perfect exhibition of golf I have 
ever seen and I don’t think any hu- 
man being could have st up 
against it. 

Now «ss to the 
general. 

RIGHT WINNER. 

We have had the right winner, we 
have had lovely weather, and wé have 
had St. Andrews in one of its difficult 
moods—one of those moods which 
make it the most interesting course 
in the world on which to watch or 
play golf. 

1 am told that certain American 
correspondents have criticized the 
course as not being of championship 
caliber. I dare say they have, but for 
myself I much prefer the opis ions of 
Hobby Jones and George Voigt. Bob- 
by always has said and he said again 
this time that St. Andrews is unique 
and for him the best course in the 
world. George Voigt has said the more 
rounds he plays at St. Andrews the 
more he realizes what a magnificent 
course it is. 

Those expressions are good enough 
for me. 

It is easy to understand that some 
one coming fresh:to St. Andrews 
from courses, which however good 
are laid out on more or less cut and 
dried principles, may think he sees 
those principles being violated right 
aud le cone 2 — the course ac- 
cordingly. If such a mah stayed longer 
and played more, I think he would 
change his tune. It seems to me that 
a man needs a touch of imagination— 
almost of poetry—to appreciate St. 


ws, 
AN ADVENTURE. 

Other eourses may require stricter 
examination to produce faultless ac- 
curacy, but St. Andrews makes golf 
something better than strict examina- 
tion—namely, à great adventure. This 
course can 2 be played by copy- 
book maxims, he player must be 
able to improvise strokes, meet new 
occasions and alter tactics and routes 
as the wind shifts and the ground 
grows harder or softer. 

In speaking of this course, Jones 
said that he grew tired of other 
courses because after a few rounds 
he knew all about them, but that 
here there is always something new 
to learn. at is St. Andrews’ su- 
preme charm. It is a course where a 
man may think he has played a very 
good shot only to find his ball in a 
very bad place. If he cannot bear 
some hard knocks and if he has not 
enough imagination to appreciate that 
' quality in a golf course or in a game, 
he will never like St. Andrews—and 
there's the end of that. 

I believe another criticism has been 
against the management of the crowds 
by the marshals or, as we call them, 
stewards. I am told they are guilty 
of “smugness.” and against that I, 
of course, will not defend them, for 
I do not exactly know what it means 
and 1 have a suspicion that I may be 
smug myself. 1 do say, however, that 
the stewards were not incompetent 
and did the best they could with a 
situation that was once or twice ap- 
pallingly difficult. _. 

NOT FOR SPECTATORS. 

Frankly, St. Andrews is not a good 
course for a championship match as 
far as the spectators are concerned. 
There are too many of them, be- 
cause gate money cannot be charged 
in a public place. That is one point, 
but the real difficulty is in_the con- 
formation of the ground. The links 
are on a narrow strip of turf, run- 
ning straight out and home, with one 
bend at the end, rather like the let- 
ter “J.”
